Panic, Says Berlin Account 


Berlin, June 24.—-Lemberg has been 
conquered after a very severe battle, 
according to an official report receiv 
ed here from the headquarters of the 
Austro-Hungarian army. 
The city was taken by storm, ac­ 
cording to the report of the German 
war office. 
The Galician capital fell before the 
advance of the second army. The city 
has been in the possession of the Rus­ 
sians for nearly ten months. 
The German war office statem ent 
follows; 
“l^emberg was taken by storm Tues­ 
day afternoon by Austrian troopa. The 
positions 
between the Dniester at 
Mikolalow and Lemberg 
were 
alto 
taken. 
F urther north, the line east ot 
leeraberg-Zoltan-Ceturynka, 
northeast 
of Zolitiew, was reached during the 
pursuit at Raws Rusks, and to tile 
east thereof. 
“The situation remain* unchanged 
in the San and Vistula districts and 
to th e left of the lipper Vistula. The 
Russians are beginning to retreat.” 
A special correspondent of the Co­ 
logne Gazette telegraphs that the Rus­ 
sians. before the general rout began, 
hurriedly sent back all the artillery 
they could move. This was done in­ 
stead of endeavoring to cover the re­ 
treat of the artillery and saving all 
of i t 
Bart of the artillery was thus 
saved. 
Some of the canno were use 
less on account of poor ammunition. 
“it was after the artillery had been 
sent to tile rear,” he says, “that th# 
panic-stricken 
troops 
began 
their 
flight. 
Wagons 
and 
aupply trains 
blocked the roads. 
Men detached the 
horses from vehicles and rode away 
on them, heedless of the crowd of sol­ 
diers of all arms crowding hack to 
the rear. 
Generals and colonels were 
h elplessly carried away. 
Units were 
disbanded and tile 
army became a 
mere mob. 
it was readily to he seen 
that catastrophe was unavoidable." 
A report given out aet* forth that 
since June 12 kn.000 Russian soldiers 
and nine Russian guns have been cap­ 
tured. 
News of the fait of l emberg was 
received In Berlin with wild rejoicing. 
Church bels! were rung to celebrate 
the triumph which German military 
experts declare “another great step 
toward final victory.” Throngs filled 
the public squares and cheered for the 
German and Austro-Hungarian armies 
while ban^s played patriotic airs. 


Rome, June 24.— Slackening of ths 
Italian advance in the face of morn 
determines resltance by the Austrians) 
ta indicated by various advices from 
the front. 
These advices indicate that the Ans 
triana, who have been reinforced from 
Galicia, are utilizing to the fullest ex 
tent the natural defenses presented 
by the mountains, and the floods they 
have caused in the Monfalcone region 
are, according to the admissions of 
the general staff, a serious obstac le 
to Italian progress in that region. 
Heavy snows have also proved a 
handicap which has resulted in an al­ 
most complete cessation of fighting in 
the higher mountains. 
Dispatches 
from 
Verona 
declare 
that the Italian advance on the Tren 
tino Alps Is dslly growing more diffl 
cult owing to the formidable lines ol 
fortifications constructed by the Aus­ 
trians in valleys and on mountains, 
which are 
provided with excellent 
guns dominating all the passes. 
Since the occupation of Cortina od 
May Sh the advance of the Italians on 
Austrian territory has been only a 
few miles in extent. 
On that front 
fighting is constantly going on among 
the highest mountains, having reached 
peaks at an altitude of about 10,00* 
feet on the Marmolada group, which 
dominate the famous Dolomite road 
The command of the road between 
Ealzarego and Podestagno, It la con 
sidered by military observers, would 
ha of great advantage to the Italians, 
as It would Interrupt one of the big 
gest military arteries of the Austrian 
army. 
The following statem ent mms issued 
at the headquarters of the Italian gen 
eral staff: 
■‘Enemy activity Tuesday was con 
fined to long range artillery fire at 
several points on the front. 
“In the Monte Nero zone one of out 
Alpine battalion* encountered enemy 
forced recently arrived, probably from 
Galicia. The Alpine troops attacked 
and repulsed them. Inflicting heavy 
losses and taking some prisoners. 
“Night attacks by Infantry were re 
newed against our positions at P’.ava 
with the most Intense rifle fire and 
the use of hand grenades. 
All thee* 
attacks were repulsed. 
“On the lower Isnnzo we further 
strengthened our occupation. Flood* 
caused by th* enemy bv zones adj* 
cent to the Monfalcone canal, although 
sensibly decreasing, still constitute a 
formidable obstacle.”

Naw York, June 24.—The entire af­ 
ternoon session of Harry K. Thaw ’s 
sanity test before Justice Hendrick, in 
the supreme court, was taken up with 
a long succession of witnesses in be­ 
half of Thaw.

ministers of the Tombs, 
guards, new spaper men, Jurors and 
others who^ had 
known 
Thaw inti­ 
mately 
testified 
without 
exception 
that in their opinion he is sane. 
Three thousand persons pushed and 
swayed outside the criminal courts 
building in a vain effort to get in. 
Police r e a v e s had to he called to 
aid the guards in handling the crowd. 
In the crush were many women and 
girls. 
Admission to the court room 
was by card, so c o m p arativ al few 
got In. 
Thaw s’ action In shooting Stanford 
W hite nine 'years ago was staunchly 
defended 
by his 
attorney In chief. 
John 
B. Stanchfleld, who indirectly 
urged as Justification the unwritten 
law. 
He portrayed Thaw to the Jury as 
a man who *had slain the architect 
because White had despoiled and de 
graded Evelyn N'eshit, and he Insisted 
that Thaw had been 
so 
nervously 
overwrought by the story of Evelyn's 
wrongs that he had not realized what 
he was doing almost nine years ago 
on the Madison Square Garden roof. 
Rut Thaw is entirely normal and 
sane, the lawyer insisted, and should 
get hie freedom. Stanchfleld attacked 
William Travers Jerone and Dr. Aus 
tin Flint, the alienist, and declared 
that Thaw no longer should be con 
fined In Matteawan.
